shire, England, in the year 1849, com- 
ing to Canada fh hits-éarly manhood, 
On January the 20th, 1875, he mar- 
ried Florence Amelia at Niagara 
Falls, Ontario, and in April of the 
' same year ‘the young couple went to 
‘Manitoulin Island on the-~ steamer 
‘Seymour, the first steamship to land 
at Kagawong, which place was inhab- 
‘ited by Indians at that time, Mr. and 
Mrs. Tustian being one of the first 
white couples to go into that country. 
Mr. Tustian took up a farm on the 
shore of Lake Kagawong, where he 
hewed for himself a home from the 
great forests of Ontario, and there 
; remained until March, 1915, when the 
elderly couple came to Cowley to 
| join. the three sons, who had been 
| here for some years previous. 

Mr. Tustian was of a quiet disposi- 
tion and was highly respected by_all 
who knew him.’ He had always been 
a strong’ believer in the Christian 
faith, and ‘besides being an ardent 
church worker was also superintend- 
| en of the Sunday school at Kaga- 
| wong for some twenty-one. years. At: 
| ter coming west, he was also super-' 
intendent. of the Sunday school at 
Cowley for a number of years, until 
he was forced to give up the work 
on account of failing health. 

The funeral took place on Thurs- 
day afternoon, April the 28th, from 
the Cowley United church. Rev. Mr. 
Griffith delivered a very impressive 
sermon to a large congregation. The
